WAGANAKISING ODAWAK STATUTE 2006-005
GIJIGOWI ANISHNAABEMOWIN PROGRAM

SECTION I. PURPOSE

This Statute is hereby enacted to establish and fund a permanent Anishnaabemowin program tasked
with promoting and revitalizing Anishnaabemowin. Additionally the intent of this statute is to
provide a single program for implementing all governmental Anishnaabemowin grants and projects
under the direction of the current Anishnaabemowin Program. This statute is proposed in honor of
Gijigowi (Victor Kishigo) and his work revitalizing Anishinaabe Culture hinaabemowin.

F. Only persons who are working towards or have obtained fluency in Anishnaabemowin
shall be eligible for hire in this program with the exception of hiring short term
contractors that provide technical expertise outside of language.

G. While non-Tribal members may be hired they shall have contracts limited to the

following:
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Fluent members of other Tribes, three years.

Non-Indians, 6 months.

All current employment contracts shall be grandfathered.
